Apparently Soccer's bumbling official- 
dom have at fast seen the light and 
accepted the proposal by Sir Stanley 
Rous to set up an administration for 
Australian soccer. 


It was reported earlier that they had re- 
jected his offer. This would have been in 
keeping, for they have done so many crazy 
things in the past. 

To have given Sir Stanley the cold shoulder 
would have been the trumps. 

Sir Stanley Rous, who was knighted for 
his briltiant services to soccer, is probably 
the greatest brain the game has ever had, 
respected and almost revered all over the 
world. 

As F.1.F.A.’s trouble shooter Sir Stanley 
has successfully sorted out incredible situa- 

{ tions in every continent, has sett!ed disputes 
which sometimes bordered on civil war. 

tt cannot be denied that the game here has 
failed to flourish because of inefficient 
organisation. 4 

here are over two million migrants here 
all from soccer playing countries. The game 
is the greatest single sporting industry in the 
world, yet we are small fry. Millions of poter.- 
tiat customers have not been wooed. 

Properly guided Australia soccer could in 
the two years asked by Sir Stanley hit the 
high spots, both here and on the world scene. 
Sir Stanley Rous was an extremely accom- 
plished player, a' world class referee, Secre- 
tary of the most powerful soccer Association 
in the World, the F.A., and currently head of 
the world body. 

lf Australla had rejected his offer — and 


who knows they may still do so — Sir Stanley 
will be sad at heart. He loves soccer, he is 
dedicated to the game, and anything or any- 
body which is harmful to the code cuts him 
to the quick. 

{ recall an incident during the Olympic 
Games in Melbourne in 1956. One of our 
officials would not ailow some of the indo- 
nesian team to take the field barefoot. In my 


- presence the official produced a book on the 


laws and rules of the game and pointed out 
why. 

The paragraph he referred to was one 
which outlined the specifications regarding 
length and size of stops (studs) permitted. 
His punchline was “if the Indonesians cared 
to put stops in their barefeet, they would be 
complying with the laws laid down.” 

This of course was arrant nonsense. Anyone 
with half a brain would have realised that 
the passage he referred to was merely laying 
down the limits on such stops. Simply that a 
player could not wear anything other than 
those which were considered to be not likely 
to be dangerous to an opponent. 

The situation was quite tense, / assure you. 
Without calling an emergency meeting of the 
Olympic Games dispute committee, Sir Stan- 
ley, then Mr., could not overrule the focal 
upstart. 


A lesser man would have panicked. Not 
he. Quietly he suggested to the Indonesian 
team that it would be much simpler to borrow 
some boots, take the fleld wearing them, and 
immediately they were on the field and under 
the referee’s control shed them. 


To begin with the Indonesians were not at 


ail happy with the idea as they knew quite 
welt that the Australian official was completely 
wrong. However, Sir Stanley’s persuasive 
tongue smoothed their ruffled feathers. 

What followed was quite an incredible 
sight. Those of the Indonesian team who did 
not usually wear boots hobb!ed out onto the 
track at Olympic Park, took off the boots 
which they hadn't even bothered to face up, 
and chucked them down for a waiting Russian 
officiat to collect. 

The reason it was a Russian official who 
collected the boots was that they had loaned 
the offending equipment to their opponents. 
The match which followed was almost as in- 
credible as the incident. 

At the time anti-Russian feeling was very 
high in Indonesia. Now the team knew quite 
well that they had no hope of beating the 
strong Russian side. But they were deter- 
mined to prove that they were a proud and 
stubborn race and were not to be brow- 
beaten by anyone. 

For 90 incredible minutes we were 
treated to the spectacie of 10 Indonesians 
crammed into thelr own penalty area, with 
one lone forward, barefooted standing hope- 
fully around the centre of the fietd. ‘ 

The Russians peppered the indonesian 
goal from all angles, but try as they may the 
ball just would not go in. Occasionally it was 
cleared upfield and the crowd would roar as 
the lone barefoot forward streaked after it 
in a lone chase, which of course proved 
futite. 

The end came with the scoreboard biank, 


and a replay was required. The Indonesians 
had made their point. They proved their 


stubbomess; they proved they could fight 
with their back to the wail; they proved their 
courage. 

In the reptay they proved something else. 
Their sportmanship. They settled down, took 
up orthodox positions on the field, tackled 
hard but fair, were thrashed by the smooth 
Russian side. f 

I cannot recollect the exact score but if 
was fairly high, somewhere around the double 
figure mark. But this was not the end of an 
incident-packed affair. When the final whistle 
blew the Russian captain marshalled his 
Players together, and they clapped the Indo- 
nesians off the field, to the delight of every- 
one present. 

However, to get back to the point, this was 
only one matter where football brains played 
its part off the field. The local character 
believed he had made his point (how stupid): 
the game proceeded on time, which was Sir 
Staniey’s aim; the Russians made friends with 
bitter enemies, the Indonesian team made 
friends with everyone, and all was well. 

Some time ago Australian officialdom blun- 
dered by failing to take fult advantage of the. 
services of F.I.F.A.'s Mr. Kayser. 


His visit here was inspired by Sir Stanley 
and the world authority of coaching players 
and coaches. Yet here he was treated as 
though he just crawled out from under a 
rock, 

No doubt his poor reception here was duly 
recorded at world headquarters. Australia's 
reputation throughout the world of sport is a 
Proud one, proud except in the soccer sphere. 

Let’s hope Sir Stanley puts us on the 
right track,

Officialdom is aware of 
the problems and steps are 
being taken to eliminate 
them. 

Plans are. afoot to 
streamline the executive 
and to appoint an officer at 
Soccer House to handle 
only Junior affairs. 

These are progressive 
moves but I believe they 
should be taken further. 

There are so many 
Junior teams now that the 
business of arranging fix- 


tures is too big .to be 
handled by a central auth- 
ority. The Metropolitan 
area should be divided into 
strategic and well designed 
sections. Sub committees 
should be appointed to or- 
ganise competitions, similar 
to the old North and South 
of the Yarra, etc., but with- 
out their autonomy. They 
would merely be fixture 
organising committees, 
answerable to the parent 
body. 


All other matters would 
be the province of the 


Management Committee, 
including organisation of 
Cup competitions. 

I discussed this matter 
with two hard working 
Junior officials, Mr. Gordon 
Culbard, chairman of the 
Junior League Management 
Committee and Mr. Jack 
Murray, a member of the 
committee. 

They both ‘feel that 
streamlining of the man- 
agement will lead to more 
efficiency. They also feel 
that with a full time Junior 
Secretary, fixtures. can be 
adequately controlled and. 


organisation of all Junior 
and school’s Soccer would 
be satisfactory. 


Frankly, I have doubts. 
The one big problem is to 
overcome the break-down 
in fixtures. There is more 
discontent among Junior 
players over missing their 
Saturday sport than any 
other single thing. 


Some system of control 
MUST be devised to eli- 
minate drop outs and not 
turning up. 

Senior clubs Sponsoring 
Juniors should be made to 


accept full responsibility 
for their teams turning up 
for all games. Other clubs 
who fall down in this par- 


ticular aspect must be 
severely dealt with. , 
Youngsters: easily be- 


come discouraged and it is 
hard to maintain their in- 
terest if, week after week, 
they turn up and don’t get 
a game. 
Refereeing ‘is 
contentious point. 
With few official Refer- 
ees availkble for Junior 
games, they are usually 
handled by an official : of 


another 


one or other club. Well- 
meaning though ~ these 
gentlemen are, they lack 
the knowledge and ex- 
perience, often complicat- 
ing matters by club bias.
